The South Feather Water and Power Agency (Discharger) owns and operates a potable water 
treatment plant (Facility) that provides treated water for domestic and agricultural purposes.  The 
facility is located in Section 18, T19N, and R5E.  Filter backwash water is routed to a settling basin 
for treatment.  Clarified water from the settling basin is discharged to Miners Ranch Reservoir, 
which is tributary to the Feather River via the Kelly Ridge Tunnel and Penstock, both waters of the 
United States.  The Regional Board will consider renewal of the Discharger’s NPDES Permit 
No. CA0083143.
